Angelo Dwayne Baker, 17, of 
Grenzer Homes, Madison, was 
sentenced Monday afternoon 
{6 serve 50 to 150 years in prison 
for the shooting death of Frank 
J. Riddle, 59, and a concurrent 
20to 60-year prison term for the 
attempted murder of Mr 
Riddle’s “wife, Ann, in the 
couple's home at 1701 Market 


St. Madison, March 31 
The sentences _—were 
pronounced by Circuit Judge 
Moses W Harrison II at 
Sdwardsville who said the court 
noted Baker and two juvenile 
girls were known to the Riddle 
couple and “entered the home 
and private residence of the 
Riddle couple for many years,

Under those circumstances. 
the court felt it appropriate that 
the sentence exceed the 
minimum of 14 years for 
murder, Judge Harrison said 
The invasion of a private home 
and the shooting of Mrs. Riddle 
in the stomach when she was 
already on therfloor likewise 
made it appropriate to exceed 
the minimum of four years in 
sentencing, he added. 

During final statements prior 
to sentencing, Baker told the 
court he*.was sorry. he had 
committed the crimes and he 
apologized to his mother for the 
“heartaches’’ he had ‘caused 
her. 

Baker said he and the juvenile 
girls entered the Riddle home 
March 31 with the intent to take 
money from a jar from which

Pledges reached $461,868 at 
Wednesday's luncheon 
gathering.

A contract for widening, 
resurfacing and curb and gutter 
installation on Pershing 
Boulevard from Marshall 
Avenue to Garden Drive was 
awarded by the Granite City 
Council Tuesday night 


The contract award went to 
the CAM Construction Co, of 
Wood Ri on a low bid of 
$32,567, which was $2,718 below 
the city engineer's construction 
estimate of $35,285. 


Three other contracting firms 
bid on the job: C. D. Peters 
Construction Co. of Granite 
City, $33,651; Paul Seebold Co. 
of Granite City, $43,469, and the 
Cardinal Construction Co. of 
East St. Louis, $43,750. 

Edward Schulze, assistant 
city engineer, said work-on th 
strect improvement will begin 
shortly after contracts are 
signed and performance bonds 
posted.

A dispute began yesterday 
between 15 stores in the Granite 
City central business district 
and a majority of the retail 
clerks working for them. The 
stores remain in operation. 

The 15 had joined together in 
a multi-store bargaining group 
to negotiate a new contract with 
Retail Clerks Local 435. 

A spokesman said, “All have 
committed themselves to be 
bound by the negotiation 
decisions of the group. This 
commitment includes an 
obligation to lock out employes 
in case one of the member 
stores is struck. When a strike 
began Wednesday at Earl's 
Discount Store, the other

Seek state help fighting court 
order to alter Parkview drainage 


John Flowe, an engineer with 
the Illinois Division of Water 
Management and Resources, 
was given a tour of the Park 
view Estates area of the 
township Tuesday by Louis 
Whitsell, Nameoki Township 
supervisor, in an effort to enlist 
support*from the state in the 
township’s fight to continue the 
present drainage pattern there. 

Facing a rapidly approaching 
deadline of an order to reverse 
the drainage, Whitsell at 
tempted to show Flowe Tuesday 
that removing present culverts 
draining the subdivision would 
cause many homes to be 
flooded 

The township's highway 
commissioner, Albert Bell, is 
under court order to remove 
existing culverts and to return 
Stratford Lane to its original 
elevation by the middle of next 
month 

That court order came after a 
group of farmers filed suit for 
an injunction to halt Parkview 


Estates drainiage under the 
railroad tracks and across their 
farm lands. 

An appeal by the township 
was unsuccessful, as were 
attempts to have the case heard 
by the Illinois Supreme Court 

Whitsell referred to the court 
order at one township meeting, 
saying, “The judge has ordered 
the water to flow uphill.” That 
statement has been repeated 
many times since, Whitsell 
said, adding, “But it is no 
laughing matter.” 

Altering the drainage so the 
water in the subdivision would 
flow west, into the Wilshire area 
holding pond would only cause 
that pond to overflow during 
rains and the water would flow 
by gravity back into Parkview 
Estates, Whitse]l contended 
while showing Flowe the 
existing drainage culverts, 
ditches and ponds. 

He also said any kind of

south would be unsuccessful, 
since the water -would only 
return to the ‘bowl” into which 
Parkview Estates is located 

“The only way that water can 
flow is to the east, under the 
Alton & Southern Railroad 
tracks, because that is 
downhill,"” Whitsell contended 
Noting the opponents in the 
lawsuit showed early maps 
which showed the drainage was 
to the west, Whitsell stated, “It 
might have drained that 
direction once, but it does not 
anymore.”” 

Whitsell predicted during 
Monday night’s Nameoki Town 
Board meeting that to remove 
the existing drainage systems 
in Parkview Estates would 
make the area, ‘‘without a 
doubt worse than Dobrey 
Slough.” 

He said he consulted with 
representatives of the Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and other state agen: 
cies, who said that perhaps the 
Division of Water Management 
and Resources (formerly the 
Division of Waterways) might 
be able to offer some help 

The supervisor noted a plan 
several years ago for the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary 
District to install a ditch from 
Dobrey Slough south along the 
tracks, through Parkview 
Estates and on south to Hor- 
seshoe Lake would be one 
solution to the problem, but that 
plan has been bogged down by 
the levee district's lack of ac- 
tion against those who have 
refused to grant easements for 
the ditch. 

He said Flowe seemed 
familiar with the area and 
drainage problems in Nameoki 
Township, but studied the area 
carefully, charting each 
drainage facility on a map.

GC crimes decline during September 


A total of 245 major crimes in 
eight categories were reported 
during September in Granite 
City, with police solving 51 of 
those cases by arrest, according 
to a report by Chtef of Police 
Ronald Veizer. 

The September crime reports 
totaled 20 less than the 265 
crimes reported in the same 
month a year ago, while the 51 


cases cleared were 17 less than 
68 cleared in September 1975, 
the report showed. . 

Veizer’s report showed there 
were no homicides last month, 
compared to one in the same 
month a year ago, and one rape 
case, compared to none in 
September 1975. There were no 
robbery cases last month, down 
from three a year ago. 


A total of 27 assault cases 
during the month was down ten 
from 37 cases a year ago, with 
20 of last month's cases solved 
by arrests, compared to 27 
cases cleared in September 
1975. Sixty-three burglary cases 
occurred last month, up two, 
with seven cases cleared, 
compared to five the previous 
year 


Auto burglary cases in- 
creased by nine to 49 last 
month, with two cases cleared, 
compared to three cases 
cleared a year ago. 

Larceny cases declined by six 
to 92 last month, with 18 cases 
cleared by arrests. Twenty- 
seven of the 98 larceny cases 
reported in September 1975 
were cleared by arrests. 


A total of 13 auto thefts was 
reported, down from 25, with 
three cases cleared; same as 
last year. 

Granite City had no fatal 
accidents during September, 
compared to ofe the previous 
year, but had 47 accidents in 
which 65 persons were injured, 
compared to 35 accidents in 
September 1975 in whieh 49 
persons were injured. There 
were 102 property damage 
accidents during the month, 
a e to 111 the Hes Aciand:

_The only Democrat in Illinois 
history €leeted to four cah- 
secutive four-year terms of 
statewide office, he now seeks 
the two-year governor term that 
will be deoided: Nov. 2. 

Associated with business and, 
public administration since 
1940, he and his wife live in 
Chicago and have six children 
and four grandchildren 

A former steel company vice 
president, Howlett also has held 
positions with the National

Howlett was born in Chicago 
Aug. 30, 1914. As a youth, he was 
an all-American water polo star 
and a member of 10 cham- 
pionship teams sponsored by 
the Illinois Athletic Club. 

He attended DePaul 
University and, while a student 
there, was named a State of 
Illinois bank examiner, leaving 
college to take that job. 

In 1997, after three years as 
bank examiner, he launched his 
own insurance firm but soon 
thereafter was named Chicago 
area director of the National 
Youth Administration in charge 
of programs for 30,000 youths. 

During World War II, Howlett 
served “as a Navy ad 
ministration officer at the Great 
Lakes Naval Training Station, 
difecting swimming and other 
training programs for more 
than 40,000 seaman. 

After discharge from the 
Navy, Howlett served as a 
Chicago Park _ District 
executive 

Howlett was appointed 
regional director of the Office of 
Price Stabilization in 1950 and 
served through 1952 during the 
Korean War. When OPS was 
dishanded, he became vice 
president of Sun Steel 

In 1954, Howlett served as 
campaign director for the 
successful re-election campaign 
of U.S. Senator Paul H 
Douglas

less than 500,000 population 

In 1967, he succeeded in 
securing passage of the Public 
Monies Accounting Law which 
extended strict accountability 
to all local governments not 
previously covered. 

Audits are required to be 
made annually by professional 
accountants and are filed with 
the state. 

“*State Government 
Administration,"’ a national 
magazine, praised Howlett in 
these words: hile Mr, 
Howlett is recognized as a 
symbol of economy in govern- 
ment in Iilinois, the of- 
ficeholder- who are audited at 
the local level have not resented 
him 

“They have found the advice 
of professional accountants to 
be a help in their own work, 
rather than a harassment." 

Under Howlett's ad- 
ministration, the auditor's 
office acquired sophisticated 
data processing equipment and 
a corps of trained personnel to 
handle the soaring workload. 

By 1970, when the workload 
had more than quadrupled, 
Howlett's office was using 
“third generation’ computer 
equipment, with 10 fewer 
employes than his predecessor 

Howlett also 

1. Established a division: of 
field investigators which made 
unannounced observations of 
the handing out of state checks 
to employes, as a check against 
ghost payrollers or other 
frauds.

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JAMES R. THOMPSON 


James R. Thompson, 39, of 
Chicago, an active prosecutor 
whose career recalls that of 
Thomas E. Dewey, is favored to 
win election Nov. 2 as governor 
of Illinois and also is viewed by 
some as a likely future U.S. 
President. 

The tall Republican served as 
USS. attorney for the Northern 
District of linois from 
November 1971 until June 1975, 
when he resigned to seek the 
office of governor. He was 
unopposed in the March 1976 
primary. 

He and his federal staff 
helped indict more than 350 
public officials and their 
associates on various charges of 
official corruption 

Thompson graduated from 
Washington University, St 
Louis, and Northwestern 
University Law School. 

He served as a prosecutor in 
the office of the Cook County 
state's attorney from 1959 to 
1964, at which time he joined the 
Northwestern Law School 
faculty, remaining there until 
1969. 

He was married this year. 

Thompson says, ‘“The largest 
expense of local government is 
the financing of public schools 

“Our 1970 state constitution 
placed the primary respon- 
sibility for financing public 
education upon the state. 

“Equally important is our 
moral obligation to ensure that 
every child has a full and equal 
opportunity to develop the 
knowledge and skill necessary 
to become self-supporting and a 
productive member of society 

“Unless we are willing to pay 
the price of quality education 
now, we will be burdened with 


stitutions, technical experts—to 
survey problems and “recom- 
mend legislative or ad- 
ministrative solutions. All such 
recommendations were 
seriously considered and most 
were adopted, he adds. 

These advisory boards 
concerned Municipal Audit, 
County Audit, Public Moneys, 
Cemetery Trusts, and Funeral 
and Burial Trusts (the latter 
two transferred to Howlett's 
office) and Data Processing 
Management 

6. Issued a monthly payroll 
statistics report covering 
government agencies and 
departments, listing employes 
and the pay received 

7. Won the “Goldfish Bowl" 
award of legislative 
correspondents for providing 
open access to all public in- 
formation 

As secretary of state since 
Jan. 8, 1973, Howlett has taken 
hundreds of steps to improve 
services while lowering costs to 
the taxpayer. 

Statistics show his office is 
steadily doing more and more 
work with fewer and fewer 
personnel 

Regular employes diminished 
from 4,121 at the end of 
December 1972 to 3,607 by Dec 
31. 1975, a drop of more, than 12 
per cent. 

As governor, Howlett would 
emphasize ‘‘treasonable 
discussion, not confrontation; 
workable programs, not 
political excuses; responsible 
leadership, not gamesman- 
ship.” 

He quotes the late Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy as saying, 
“The business of parties is not 
just to win elections. It is to 
govern.” 

Howlett adds, ‘The people 
want a government that will 
respond to hiémag needs 
humanly, not one that makes 
the unemployed and han- 
dicapped wait weeks for their 
compensation. 

“IT. want to extend the 
economy and efficiency I have 
practiced to a broader area of 
government. But this is not an 
end in itself. 

“I want to not only save 
taxpayers’ money but make it 
available for the human needs 
of our people. 

“We want to save money by 
sound administration so it can 
improve the education of our 
children, provide for the poor 
who cannot support themselves, 
train able-bodied on public aid 
rolls so they can break the relief 
cycle, provide cures for mental 
health: patients, make Illinois 
No. 1 among the states in"high- 


much higher costs -df welfare 
and crime in the future. 

“Education is our future. It 
determines the quality of our 
future citizens. 7 

“The quality of our future 
citizens has a great deal to do 
with the quality of life-itself in 
the state of filinois-where we 
live, work and do business. 

“T believe the state bas né’ 
greater obligation than “a, full 
commitment to the public 
education system of Illinois. 

“Beeause education is my 
highest priority, I am com- 
mitted to fully funding the 
school aid formula from the 
state level as rapidly as we can, 
because the burden on local 
property taxpayers has reached 
its limits in Llinois. 

“It is not only a constitutional 
necessity but a fiscal necessity 
to place the primary burden of 
support of state schools on state 
government. 

“To accomplish that goal, we 
must work-hard to trim the 
budget in other areas and to 
expand our revenue sources by 
finding jobs for more people. 

“There-is waste in education, 
too, from primary schools 
through higher education.. We 
don’t have all-the money we 
need for every part of education 
that wants to spend it 

“There are other important 
parts of government, so 
priorities must be set within 
education. 

“For at least a while in 
Illinois, there is not going to be a 
tax increase. People don't want 
it, not even for something as 
important as education. I know 
because they have told me so. 

“They are saying that 
Springfield must live within its 
resources and demonstrate that 
it cam run government ef- 
fectively with what it is given. 

“And only when we come to 
the hard- choice, as we will 
someday in the future of 
Illinois, between a tax increase 
and a drastic decline in the 
quality of our services like 
schools, law, enforcement and 
transportation, will people talk 
about tax increases. 

“When that hard day comes, 
it won't be the governor or the 
legislature making the decision. 

nd it’s a day we ought to put off 

s long as we can. 

There are some ways to do 
it 

“Improving Illinois’ economy 
is one. More jobs mean more 
taxpayers and lower. govern- 
mental costs and the expansion 
of the revenue base without 
raising rates," Thompson says. 

“We can find some of the 
money necessary to fully fund 
the school aid formula ‘if we 
reorganize thé. executive 
branch of state government, for 
the first time in over 60 years, to 
eliminate costly duplication’ of 
effort and inefficiency — and if 
we institute strong controls to 
end the fraud in Medicaid and 
welfare which now costs as high 
as two hundred million dollars a 
year. 

“We can find some of the 
money necessary to fully fund 
the school aid formula if we 
limit the use of high-priced and 
outside govertiment consultants 
to those areas in which the need 
is absolutely essential 

“We also need a ‘sunset law’ 
to compel state agencies to 
justify their ‘costs or face 
elimination. 

“The question of school 
financing — like so many other 
important issues, such as a 
balanced transportation 
system, highway construction, 
and the repair and upgrading of 
farm to market roads 
uniquely depends upon the 
independence of the governor.”* 

Thompson says he is running 
for governor “because I believe 
Illinois needs effective 
leadership."’ He calls for 
“conciliation and unity, not 
confrontation and intrigue.’” 

The eldest of four children, he 
has been widely acclaimed for 
his record as a_ federal 
prosecutor. In addition to ef 
forts related to public officials’ 
conduct, he also was active 
against discrimination, illegal 
drug traffic, vote fraud and 
pollution. 

He is credited with developing 
improved law enforcement 
techniques that have been 
adopted elsewhere. 

While an aide of the state's 
attorney in 1959-64, he argues 
more than 100 cases before the 
Mlinois 
participated in trials of cases 
involving police corruption and 
crimes of violence. 

As a law school associate 
professor, he helped pioneer 
programs training young 
Jawyers to enter the field of 
crimina} justice. 

In 1969, he was appointed by 
Attorney’ General William J. 
Scott as chief of the Department 
of Law Enforcement and Public 
Protection. He Served in that 
post until being appointed first 
assistant U.S. attorney in June 
1970. 

Thompson has_ lectured 
widely onthe administration of 
justice and government. 

He is the author of numerous 


The candidate says, 
“Because government consists 
of moge than one. man, more 
thar one branch, a politician 
can rarely fulfill his ‘word of 
honor,’ and so he ought not, in 
iny view, freely give promises. 

“] will given only one — If 
elected governor of Illinois I 
will serve with honor and try to 
do the very best I can. a 

“That was the only promise I 
made to the people when I 
became the United States at- 
torney. Judge me, at least in 
part, by that. 

“Government cannot con- 
tinue to grow endlessly without 
an immediate threat to the 
public purse and a long range 
threat to our liberties. 

“Big government is not good 
government. More money spent 
does not guarantee wise 
government. The next governor 
must manage government and 
control its costs. 

“The next govérnor cannot 
double the budget in two and a 
half years, and spend our bank 
account down to zero, or near it. 

The next governor can use 
‘some lessons from our comp- 
troller, George Lindberg, and I 
have been taking them,” 
Thompson comments. 

“This does not mean par- 
simony. Pennies can be pinched 
without depriving Illinois 
citizens of urgently needed 
services. Edmund Burke said it 
well 175 years ago 

“““Economy is a distributive 
virtue, and consists not in 
saving but selection, Parsimony 
(and, I will add, cuts across-the- 
board) require no providence, 
no sagacity, no powers of 
combination, no comparison, no 
judgment.’ 

“The trouble with Springfield 
today is that we have no 
providence, no sagacity, no 
powers of combination, no 
comparison, no judgment. 

“Government, you may be 
sure, will continue to spend. But 
it must spend only,what we 
have, and then only in a priority 
fashion. 

“Some things government 
does are more important than 
others. Education is one; law 
enforcement is one; tran- 
sportation and highways dare 
others. 

“What government seeks to 
do for our people must be 
constantly’ re-examined; the 
machinery of government must 
be overhauled and consolidated. 


“J come to politics and 
government with. few 
ptejudices and. even fewer 
prejudgments. Whether ten 
minutes. or ten years old, if 
governmental programs do not 
work they must be gotten rid of. 
— we cannot afford them. 

“If someoné*else' can do it 
better, governmental programs 
must be gotten rid of — we 
cannot afford them. 

“We must encourage the 
growth and- expansion: of 
commerce and industry in 
Illinois. We have not. done 
enough. We are losing jobs. We 
are eroding our tax base. 

“We are discouraging capital, 
management and labor alike. 
We cannot continue to stand 
35th among the states in terms 
of business attractiveness. 

“We dare not fall behind 
neighboring states which 
beckon to our capital and our 
jobs from across their borders. 

“While we cannot abandon 
our concerns for the en- 
vironment, or for the protection 
of our people, neither can we 
unneeessarily regulate, or 
harrass, or discourage industry 
and its profitable operations. 

“This is not a matter of 
concern to industry alone. It 
concerns the working man — 
union and non-uttton. 

“If a principle of ‘the 
Republican party is that we 
believe in the worth and dignity 
of the individual, I say that 
worth and that dignity can be 
achieved omly if those who want 
to work, can work. 

“Jobs for Illinois ought to be 
our cry and jobs for Illinois 
must be our goal. 

“I believe we’ must reshape 
and refashion our criminal 
justice system. If one of the 
system’s goal§ is to protect us 
from crime, it doesn’t work 
well. 

“Tf one of the system’s goals 
is to quickly, and efficiently, 
and fairly adjudicate guilt or 
innocence, it does not work well. 

“If one of the system's goals 
is to rehabilitate and reduce 
criminal behavior which can be 
altered, or protect us from 
criminal behavior which cannot 
be altered, the system is not 
working well. 

"We need to focus more of our 
resources and creativity on 
crime prevention, “We must 
strive to save the victim ffam 
injury, society from loss and 
taxpayers from expense.”

the Cloverleaf Addition 
southeast of Madison, adequate 
in size to allow the installation 
of fire hydrants there 


Ina letter to Whitsell from the 
Interurban Water Co., it was 
estimated an_eight-inch- 
diameter line would be required 
to be installed underground 
2,525 feet from the nearest 
adequate water hookup in the 
Steven Maeras Industrial Park 

The larger water main to the 
subdivision would allow four 
fire hydrants to be installed, 
which should be adequate to 


protect most homes in

The water company’s 
estimate of the cost for the work 
was $16,925, according to the 
letter.

“In addition, many of the 
competitors are~ non-union 
Apparently, the union has 
treated the 15 stores as second- 
class citizens for some time and 
continues this basic 
philesophy."" 

Charles Tosh, business agent 
of Local *435, told the Press- 
Record this morning, » “The 
merchants are not doing the 
community any good locking 
out the employes not on strike. 
They should be allowed to work, 
with any increase being 
retroactive after a settlement.” 

He said the clerks rejected a 
three-year . contract which 
would have started Oct. 1, 
providing 14 cents more per 
hour in the first year, another 
seven cents the second year and 
an added five cents the third 
year 

Tosh said he disagrees that 
clerks here are the highest paid 
in the area. He contended that 
the local offered to settle for the 
same rate of pay used in 
another nearby community and 
merchants rejected that offer 
as being too high.

in aid probe 


Illinois Public Aid director 
James L. Trainor has -an- 
nounced that Illinois and 
Michigan have entered into a 
cooperative agreement to curb 
recipient fraud. 

Trainor also announced that 
19 recipients who allegedly 
received assistance in both 
Illinois and Michigan are being 
notified that their cases are 
beirig’ cancelled. Information 
concerning thé. cases will be 
turned over to the dppropriate 
law enforcement authorities for 
possible prosecution in both 
states. 

Trainor said, ‘To cancel 
cases is not enough. Persons 
receiving duplicate assistance 
are committing fraud and 
should be referred to law en- 
forcement authorities for 
prosecution 

“The success of this 
crossmatch indicates a con- 
tinuing need for interstate 
cooperation. The departments 
will exchange recipient in- 
formation at least semian- 
nually.”” 

The fraudulent cases were 
discovered as a result of a 
computer crossmatch. Illinois 
sent computer tapes with 
recipient information to 
Michigan for a crossmatch with 
the Michigan client data base. 
The computer runs began on 
Aug. 25 and were completed on 
Sept. 3 of this year. 

After the initial run, 48 cases 
were identified as possible 


fraud cases. Of those identified, 
both of Hlinois and Michigan 
departments’ investigative 
staff determined 19 to be cases 
of duplicate assistance. 

Cancellation of the 19 cases 
will result in savings of $5,023 a 
month in Illinois ahd $5,351 a 
month in Michigan. 

In addition to Michigan, 
Trainor said, the department is 
working with Indiana and 
Missouri on .crossmatches of 
recipient information. The 
department has contacted all 
other bordering states at- 
tempting to develop ways to 
control recipient fraud by 
receipt of assistance in more 


than one state at the same time: , 


All states showed willingness to 
cooperate and exchange in- 
formation as appropriate.

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Rules county cannot reverse 
approval of zoning permits 


A legal opinion that Madison 
County can not reyerse its 
approval of a special use permit 
for dentists’ offices at Maryville 
Road and Clinton Drive, was 
‘expressed by Madison County 
Assistant State's Attorney Dean 
Sweet during a meeting of the 
county board's land use com. 
mittee Thursday. 

Residents of that area are 
objecting to the county’s  ap- 
proval of the permit for the 
dentists! offices, but an attempt 
at last week’s county board 
meeting to reverse approval of 
the zoning. permit was un- 
successful as it was pointed out 
the county's zoning code has no 
provision for reversing rulings 

Louis Whitsell, a member of 


The committee also studied 
the possibility of amending the 
county’s zoning ordinances to 
allow the county board to 
reverse zoning decisions, but 
tabled action, pending further 
discussions. 

Whitsell said he feels such an 
amendment’ might “open a 
Pandora's box” of troubles 
unless a period of time is 
designated during which the 
county can reconsider before 
construction can begin. 

“If we approve a building and 
construction began before we 
changed our mind, we could be 
liable for the money committed 
by the contractor during that 
period,” he said. 


He said the county will have 
to discuss the issue with the 
Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan and Regional 
Planning Commission and other 
groups before reaching any 
decision on allowing the county 
board to reverse its zoning 
decisions. 

The committee also voted to 
instruct the county's Zoning 
Board of Appeals to notify all 
owners of adjoining parcels 
when it reaches a decision on 
rezoning or a special use permit 
for any parcel. The adjoining 
landowners then will have an 
opportunity to express) their 
views before the County Board 
acts on each request.

The fish are fingerlings 
about the size of a finger, The 
State Department of Con 
servation has used a fish 
piscicide to poison the fish that 
were existing in the ponds prior 
to IP's stocking the fish 

If the existing fish had not 
been destroyed by the piscicide. 
the new fingerlings would have 
been destroyed before they had 
‘a chance to grow, it was ex 
plained 

The fingerlings will remain in 
suspended animation the 
ponds until the lake fills, and the 
size of the fish will be governed 
only the size of the ponds. 

The fish will stay there until 
the dam is closed and lake fills 
Once the rising lake inundates 
the ponds, the fingerlings will 
be liberated and they will be 
large efough to escape the 
predators 

These fingerlings then will be 
large enough to prey on the 
indigenous fish in the lake. 

The company has’ plans for 
more than 250,000 fish for its 
5,000-acre Clinton lake and this 
stocking is only the first in a 
series 

Brenneman said, “This is 
only the beginning. We hope this 
will privde balance between the 
predators and the prey.” 

The first unit at the Clinton 
Station is scheduled to go into 
operation in 1981, with the dam 
scheduled to be closed in 1977 
and the lake taking anywhere 
from eight months to three 
years to fill depending on the 
weather.

Selecting two schools at 
random—Prather Junior High 
School and Logan School—a 
reporter Accompanied Davis on 
a tour of the kitchens Wed 
nesday 

There were some custodians

Davis pointed with pride at

Mr. Riddle then went toward 
a drawet and Baker interceded 
as the drawer was opened. A 
gun was taken, out, he said 
Several shots were fired during 
the struggle, some hitting Mr. 
Riddle, and after Mr. Riddle 
fell, Baker shot him again, he 
told the court. 

Trone emphasized in several 
questions that Baker was in full 
control of the gun after Mr 
Riddle fell and the final shot 
was fired and Baker agreed that 
Trone was correct . 

Baker testified the three were 
getting ready to leave and one 
of the girls was having trouble 
getting away from Mrs. Riddle 
who was lying on the floor 
holding onto the girl's leg, so 
Baker said he shot Mrs. Riddle 
in the stomach. They then left 
the home, he said. 

Baker's testimony was the 
final evidence submitted prior 
to the sentencing. Earlier 
witnesses included Mrs. Riddle 
who broke down and cried on 
the witness stand as she began 
torelate the events of March 31. 

She said she was cooking 
breakfast when Baker and the 
two girls entered through the 
back door and moments later 
she recalled being struck on the 
back of the head or striking her 
head when she was pushed 
down (Police believe she was 
struck with a frying pan by a 
juvenile girl) 

She said she was dazed and 
tried to get up, but’fell down 
again and recalled being dizzy 
She testified her husband got up 
and there was a struggle over 
his gun during which several 
shots were fired. 

Mrs. Riddle said she called 
for the family dog, Rusty, to 
help her husband and the dog 
came and bit Baker. (The dog 
also was shot and killed during 
the struggle over the gun.) 

After the shots were fired, 
Mrs. Riddle said, she heard 
someone say, ‘Let's go,” and 
she grabbed one of the girls’ 
pants leg and refused to let go. 

Baker then walked over and 
shot her in the stomach, she 
testified. The three then left the 
home, she added. 

Allen Eisenberg of 
Milwaukee, Wis., attorney for 
Baker, called three young boys 
to the stand who testified they 
often stole bicycles and bicycle 
parts and soid them to Mr. 
Riddle, who operated a small 
business from his home 
repairing and selling the 
bicycles. 

They said it never was 
mentioned directly to Mr. 
Riddle that the bicycles or parts 
were stolen and he never asked 
where they came from 

They also testified Mr. Riddle 
always got the money from a 
jar in the kitchen to pay them 
for the parts. 

Detective Paul Bargiel of the 
Madison Police Department, 
the first witness, testified what 
the Riddle home looked like 
when he'appeared on the scene. 

The tegtimony of Baker, the 
five other witnesses and three 
letters on Baker's moral 
character were the only of- 
ferings prior to the sentencing. 

In view of Baker's pleas Sept. 
13 of guilty to murder and at- 
tempted murder, Judge 
Harrison ordered that a charge 


of robbery against him be 


dropped. 


Baker was ordered held in the 
Madison County Jail! until being 
picked up by the Illinois 
Department of Corrections to 
serve his prison sentence, or 
filing an appeal to the sentence. 


The two juvenile girls who 
allegedly entered the Rigdle 
home with Baker are in the 
Madison County Juvenile 
Dentention Home awaiting 
juvenile court proceedings.

Voting machines 
in this community list eight parties and 27 
offices to be filled. The comments follow, in 
ballot order 

PRESIDENT OF 
STATES. 

Through the debate series and other 
oratory, the public has had much op- 
portunity to evaluate the two principal 
contenders. Their contrasting stands on 
many of the issues are outlined elsewhere in 
this issue. 

America has not achieved perfection 
under President Gerald Ford, a Republican, 
but seems to be headed in constructive 
directions. 

Now that Watergate-era abuses of power 
are past, and citizens are alert to the 
dangers such abuses involve, the principal 
peril ahead may relate to excessive 
escalation of government involvement and 
intervention in individuals’ decision- 
making. * 

Both candidates agree that government 
can and must do many things while 
refraining from taking certain other actions, 
regardless of how well-intentioned the 
proposals may sound. It's a question of 
degree, and we believe Mr. Ford—from his 
federal governmental experience—would be 
better able than Mr. Carter, a Democrat, to 
avoid extremes, both domestically and 
overseas 

VICE-PRESIDENT. 

Robert Dole (R) of Kansas is recom- 
mended. 

GOVERNOR. 

The primary process served its function 
well this year by producing able contenders 
for the top office in the state. 

Due to the fact that only a two-year term 
is to be filled, Democrat Michael Howlett is 
seen by many as best qualified to function 
immediately; he could serve effectively from 
the very first day of the term : 

Mr. Howiett was able to improve services 
and reduce costs as auditor and later as 
secretary of state. The veteran administrator 
knows the issues affecting this region and 
has indicated willingness to work hard to 
resolve local problems. 

Republican James Thompson, a gifted 
prosecutor, has proven he has the courage 
and intellect to serve well in high office.

LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 

Neil F. Hartigan (D) has performed 
exceptionally despite an awkward political 
relationship with the governor. His rqies in 
such matters as airport development and 
services for the aging have been widely 
admired. He has earned re-election but may 
not get it. Dave O'Neal (R), his rival, has 
had a good record as St. Clair County 
sheriff.

William J. Scott (R) in his two terms hes 
broadened the range of services, and has 
become a strong defender of citizens in 
virtually all the ways they are affected. by 
government, business and organizations. 

The volume of his workload and the skill 
with which it has been handled may be 
unprecedented in any state at any time in 
history. Illinois is fortui to have Mr.

SECRETARY OF STATE.

Lack of bidding challenged 


Attorneys for Nameoki 
Township have been asked to 
prepare written legal opinions 
on whether a bill for replacing a 
faulty drainage system at the 
end of Ivy Lane can be paid 
legally, although competitive 
ids were not sought for the 
$12,000 project. 

During Monday night’s town 
board of auditors meeting, 
Township Supervisor Louis 
Whitsell criticized Highway 
Commissioner Albert Bell for 
authorizing H&H Sewer Service 
to replace the system without 
seeking estimates from other 
contractors. 

Bell responded it was im- 
possible to get competitive bids, 
since contractors were unsure 
where the old system went, how 
long it would take to replace 
with a new system and how 
many men and pieces of 
equipment would be necessary 
to do the work. 

He said the contractors could 
not even prepare an hourly 
estimate of the work, since they 
did not know how much 


equipment would be involved. 

Whitsell said if Bell bad 
alerted him of the problem, he 
would have called a special 
meeting of the town board to 
discuss the issue. - 

He said the town board 
agreed to share in the expense 
of the drainage improvement, 
using federal revenue sharing 
funds, but that the rules of the 
revenue sharing program 
require competitive bidding. 

“If we do not follow the rules 
of the revenue sharing 
program, we can be ordered to 
pay back all the revenue 
sharing we have received, plus 
10 per cent,’ he continued. 

Bell said he called each 
township auditor when he 
became aware it was im- 
possible to obtain a firm price 
and told each it appeared the 
cost would be about $1,200 per 
day. The contractor told Bell it 
would be impossible to deter- 
mine the extent of the work 
necessary until the second day, 
he said 

Whitsell said he

contacted-by Bell and said, ‘As 
soon as I realized it was going 
on, I told Al (Bell) he better 
contact his attorney because I 
think we have a problem.” 

Whitsell also criticized Bell 
for submitting a $1,110 bill for 
pipe without approval of the 
Madison County superintendent 
of highways.

“However, the rate of 
financial return reflected by 
these results compares very 
unfavorably with our levels of 
profitability in 1974 and earlier 
years and, indeed, with the 
average rates of realization by 
American nufacturing in- 
dustry general 

Impacted as these results 
have been by continued in. 
flation in our costs without 

equate offsetting price 
relief,’ Stinson added, ‘our 
present level of profitability is 
inadequate to support needed 
further expansion."

St. Louis U. challenge 
goal met 2 years early 


St. Louis University an- 
nounced this week that it has 
surpassed its $45 million 
Danforth challenge grant 
campaign goat almost two 
years ahead of schedule. 

The university also’ an- 
nounced the extension of its 
current development program 
to seek another $10 million by 
1980. 

The new campaign goal will 
be primarily to help “move the 
university toward an even 
higher peak of academic ex- 
cellence,” said the chancellor, 
the Rev. Paul C. Reinert, S. J. 

The Danforth Foundation in 
1973 gave St. Louis University a 
$20 million challenge en- 
dowment grant. In order to earn 
the entire amount, the 
university had to match it dollar 
for dollar by June 30, 1978, with 
gifts from other non- 
governmental sources. 

“We knew the response from 
every source would be en- 
thusiastic, but it has far sur- 
passed our wildest hopes,”’ 
Father Reinert said. ‘(Counting 
matching cash gifts, pledges 
and anticipated renewal gifts 
which will become cash before 
the five-year deadline, we have 
reached a total of $45,242,000.”” 

ThE $45 million campaign 
goal included the $20 million 
grant, ‘the matching $20 million 
and $5 million in interest onthe 
grant for the five-year period 

The announcements were 
made at the annual civic dinner, 
climaxing the university's 
Founders. Week. About 1,200 
were in attendance to help 


‘executive director 


celebrate the university’s 158th 
anniversary. : 

The Spirit of St. Louis Award 
“for pioneering achievement of 
significant benefit to mankind” 
was conferred on Roy Wilkins, 
of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored 
People. 

Also addressing the dinner, 
the university president, the 
Rev. Daniel C. O'Connell, S.J., 
reported that the university is 
“very fiscally sound”, more so 
than at any time inthe past ten 
years. 

He noted a recent report by 
Change, a journal of higher 
education, which indicated over 
98 per cent of United States 
Catholic institutions of higher 
education are in “moderate to 
serious fiscal difficulties.”’ St. 
Louis University's fiscal 
position is completely counter 
to that situation, he said. 

Fr. Reinert said the expanded 
campaign would support “an 
organized vision of what the 
university can and should 
achieve academically by the 
year 1980.”’ This vision, he said, 
will be built on six major 
university foundations: Judeo- 
Christian values, academic 
reputation and potential, 
location, facilities, leadership 
and proven widespread support,

On Oct. 18, the cash balance in 
the state’s general funds was 
$23 million, Lindberg said, an 
amount representing less than 
what the state spends on an 
average working day. 

“Lf the school reimbursement 
had not been split and had been 
paid out in September in a §164 
million package, the state 
would have been’ temporarily 
out of business with a $100 
million backlog in unpatd bills 
right now,” Lindberg said. 

“The fact that the state has a 
positive balance confirms the 
success of the cooperation in the 
spring legislative session by the 
governor, the comptroller and 
the General Assembly. 

“The spread-out in school 
reimbursement payments, 
under which the schools are 
being compensated for any last 
interest, is a key point in my 
plan of June 10 to balance the 
state budget and stop a tax 
hike,” Lindberg said. 

The comptroller also reported 
that the state completed its 
1975-76 budget year with an on 


paper balance of $62 million in 
the red 


On June 30, the last day of the 
fiscal year, there was $126 
million in the treasury, an 
amount less than the $188 
million in added bills that came 
in during the three-month lapse 
period in which bills from 1975- 


76 still could be paid. 

““What it means is that for the 
first time in at least 30 years, 
the state ended a fiscal year 
with a negative budgetary 
balance. If. the state had gone 
out of business on June 30, there 
would have been $62 million in 
bills that never got pald,” 
Lindberg said 


Set new loan rates 
on '77 grain crops 


Acting Secretary of 
Agriculture John A. Knebel has 
announced the loan rates for 
1977-crop wheat, feed grains, 
and soybeans and said that they 
also Would be immediately 
applicable to the 1976 crops. 

The loan-tate per bushel is 
raised from. $1.50 to $2.25 for 
wheat and from $1.25 to $1.50 for 
corn. The soybean loan rate 
remains at $2.50 per bushel. 
Loan-rates per bushel for other 
feed grains ate increased 


proportionately based on “the 
feed value of corn, as follows: 
Sorghum, $1.19 to $1.43; Barley, 
$1.02 to $1.22; Oats, 60 cents to 
72 cents; Rye, $1 to $1.20. 

‘Knebel said that the change in 
loan rates is being made now to 
give farmers timely assistance 
in the orderly marketing of this 
year’s record crop of wheat, 
already in the bins, and the 
Projected record corn crop, as 
well as large crops of other feed 
grains.

Alert citizenry can keep 
election fair—state board 


A citizens’ alert has been 
issued by the State Board of 
Elections to help prevent yote 


fraud in the upcoming elections 

“An alert citizenry is the chief 
safeguard against such fraud,” 
according to Franklin J 
Lunding Jr., chairman of the 
State Board. 

Lunding said today the 
average citizen can play a 
major ,role in helping to 
guarantee a clean election by 
being aware of unusual ac- 
tivities at or near polling places 
and then reporting those ac- 
tivities to election authorities. 

“Vote fraud, which is a clear 
intent or action aimed at 
depriving @ voter of his right to 
vote or falsifying actual votes 
cast, generally is carried out in 
obvious ways,”” Lunding ex 
plained 

The four most common 
methods are 

1. Vote buying, offering 
money to a voter to vote for a 
specific candidate : 

2. Chain balloting, by 
someone passing a previously 
marked ballot to a voter en- 
tering the polls 

3. Ghost voting, voting under 
the name of a deceased person, 
a fictitious name, or a non 
existent address 

4. Altering the figures during 
the tallies 

If a voter knows what should 
NOT be happening at the polls, 
a lot of vote fraud could not take 
place," Lunding remarked 

He listed eight “‘telltale 
signs’ voters should be 
suspicious of and report: 


1. “If yousee money changing 
near the polls between 
precinct captains or com- 
mitteemen and voters. 
2. “If you see someone 
passing a folded piece of paper 
to a voter who hides it on his 


person. 
3. “If you hear someone 


giving an address of a place that 
you know is an empty lot. Or, if 
you know a person doesn’t live 
at the address which he claims. 

4. “If you see more than one 
pair, of iegs in a voting booth, 
except under these cir- 
cumstances: Jf a disabled 
persons signed an ‘affidavit 
requesting, assistance, he may 
have a friend or two judges of 
election (one from each party) 
assist him in the voting booth. If 
a rson is illiterate and 
requests assistance ‘and signs 
an affidavit, ene judge from 
each major party may join him 
in the booth 

5. “If you see electioneering 
within 100 feet of a polling place 

6. ‘If you see someone 
drinking liquor in the polls. 


7. “If you do not see election 
judges representing both major 
parties in the polling place. 

8. “If it appears that the 
judges of election are not in 
control of the polling place; for 
example, a precinct captain or 
committeeman giving orders to 
judges, 

“Any of the above should be 
reported to a local board of 
elections or the state board,” 
Lunding said

WASHINGTON — You 
could call him “Mr. Liberal,” 
or ‘‘Mr. Child Care,” or ‘“Mr. 
Busing,” or even ‘Mr. 
Consumer.”” 

For Sen. Walter Mondale, 
the Democratic vice presi- 
dential nominee, fits all of 
these descriptions. 

In his nearly 11 years since 
being appointed to the U.S. 
Senate on Dec. 30, 1964, the 
senator from Minnesota has 
compiled a record of liberal 
voting and advocacy of 
liberal causes second to none 
in Congress. 

So strong are his 
credentials in this area that 
he has consistently earned 
ratings of 92 per cent or 
higher — and was even rated 
100 per cent in 1971 — by the 
liberal Americans for Demno- 
cratic Action (ADA) in each 
of his congressional years. 

And conversely he has been 
at the other end of the rating 
spectrum of the conservative 
Americans for Constitutional 
Action (ACA). From them he 
received a mark of zero in 
five of those 11 years, and 
never higher than 9 per cent 

The obvious import of all 
this is that Walter (Fritz) 
Mondale, 48, is a man of firm 
ideological views who be- 
lieves in  government- 
oriented solutions —to 
America’s problems. 

And since voting 
performance tells much 
about the man, who next year 
may be only a heartbeat 
away from the presidency, it 
is arecord worth examining. 

Born Jan. 5, 1928, in Ceylon, 
Minn., the son of a Methodist 
minister and a socially 
activist mother, Mondale was 
reared in an atmosphere of 
intense interest in the under- 
privileged. 

He graduated cum laude in 
1951 from the University of 
Minnesota, with a B.A. in 
political science. After two 
years’ enlisted Army service, 
he graduated from the 
University of Minnesota Law 
School and joined the 
prestigious Minneapolis law 
firm whose alumni included 
former Minnesota Gov. and 
U.S. Secretary of Agriculture 
Orville Freeman, U.S. Rep. 
Donald Fraser, D-Minn., and 
former Federal Commu- 
nications Commissioner Lee 
Loevinger. 

During his university days 
Mondale worked summers 
with migrant laborers in 
Minnesota fields and canner- 
ies. And still later, while 
practicing law, he became 
active in the Democratic 
Farmer-Labor Party. 

Against this background it 
is not surprising that Mon- 
dale was appointed by Gov. 
Freeman to fill a vacancy as 
state attorney general — a 
post he later won by election 
twice. 

Still later he was appointed 
to the U.S. Senate to fill the 
unexpired term of longtime 
friend, Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, when Humphrey 
became vice president in 
1964. Mondale has won re- 
election twice since by com- 
fortable majorities. 

In each of the years since 
the 1964 appointfMent 
Mondale has built a reputa- 
tion in the Senate as a 
pragmatist who works hard, 
is willing to compromise, who 
prepares himself well and is 
worthy of such terms as 
“persistent, determined, re- 
spected and thorough,” al- 
though perhaps too’ con- 
ciliatory and less than eager 
to take on a big fight. 

All this has emerged in a 
voting record and sponsor- 
ship of legislation almost 
entirely focused on domestic 
affairs, with very few forays 


“into foreign issues. 


Likewise his interests often 
have been even more narrow- 
ly centered on social 
problems, particularly those 
of education and children. In- 
deed one of the most disputed 
— and ambitious — efforts in 
Mondale’s career has been 
his repeated efforts to enact 
child day-care legislation.

Arab boycott of 
Israel in Illinois 


Democratic candidate for 
governor Michael J. Howlett 
last week proposed stiffer state 
penalties to’ combat the Arab 
boycott of Israel in Illinois. 

The new, Howlett plan woyld 
put teeth in present Illinois anti- 
boycott laws enabling persons 
hurt by the boycott to sue for 
triple damages. Howlett would 
also subject the guilty to 
criminal antitrust penalties of 
up to one year in jail and fines 
up to $50,000. 

Charging that ‘President 
Ford, the Republican party, and 
my Republican opponent have 
refused to fight the Arab 
boycott,” Howlett said, “the 
latest Republican cave-in to the 
boycott is the refusal of the 
Commerce Department to 
disclose the names of the 
companies that participated 
before Oct. 6, despite President 
Ford's specific promise in the 
second debate to do so.” 

That retreat comes on the 
heels of the administration's 
diehard opposition _to 
strengthening or extending the 
Export Administration Act 
which expired Sept. 30 and the 
President's reluctant approval 
of the antiboycott sections in the 
new tax revision bill after first 
adamantly opposing them and 
threatening a veto,"’ said 
Howlett 


The entire administration 
policy toward the boycott is a 
travesty that strikes at the 
heart of American principles of 
liberty and equality. It amounts 
to a wink ard a smile atthe 
Arab countries who are trying 
to blackmail American firms 
into hurting Israel.

Observing Sen. Charles H 
Percy’s energy, drive and 
ambition, many have wondered 
what makes “‘Chuck" run. 

We don’t know, but we can tell 
you what fuel he uses. 

The Illingis Republican gets 
all that forward momentum 
from 1,600 to 1,800 calories a 
day, or did until recently. His 
intake is probably higher now 
that he has been told that it js a 
bit low for an active man in his 
early 50s. 

This insight, if you want to 
call it that, began in July when 
the’Senate Select Committee on 
Nutrition and Human Needs 
held hearings on “‘diet related to 
killer diseases,” i.e., heart 
attack, stroke and cancer. 

“Americans now spend on the 
average 10 per cent of their total 
income on health care alone," 
Percy said in an opening 
statement. “If nothing else, 
the pocketbook incentive should 
encourage each and every one 
of us to test the thesis that good 
nutrition and living habits can 
go a long way to prevent disease 
and maintain good health." 

To evaluate his own diet, 
Percy later sent sample menus 
toone of the cammittee’s expert 
witnesses, Dr. Philip R. Lee, 
professor of social medicine, 
University of California 
Medical School, San Francisco 

YPercy’s breakfast five days a 
week ineludes Granola or other 
natural cereal, fresh fruit or 
orange juice, tea with milk and 
English muffin with jam. 

For lun¢h, it’s invariably a 
chef salad or a cheeseburger. 

Dinner normally is a clear 
green, salad; clear soup, either 
spinach, mushroom or 
asparagus; meat, fish or 
chicken; a green or yellow 
vegetable; potatoes or rice 
occasionally; fruit, gelatin or 
baked apple, with cookies, for 
dessert; and Sanka or tea 

Percy drinks two glasses of 
skim milk a day. His only snack 
is whole bran flakes with skim 
milk. 

Dr. Lee turned Percy's menus 
over to Jenny Johnson, nutrition 
consultant of the medical 
school's health policy program. 

“All in all,” she reported to

Lee, “Senator Percy eats an 
excellent diet. It is low in fat 
low in cholestrol, low in 
calories, low in food additives, 
low in refined carobohydrates 
and high in nutrients and fiber.”

in one day are “well below the 
2,400 calories recommended for 
a healthy adult man 51 years of 
age or over," she observed. 


She said the easiest way to 
analyze a menu is to compare it 
with the daily food guide which 
was developed to meet the 
National Research Council's 
recommended dietary 
allowance. 


“Mrs, Percy and I intend to 
utilize (the guide) in planning 
all our meals,” the senator said 
n thanking them for the 
evaluation
